last night, the President appeal­ 
ed for unity at a time when some 
GOP 
Congress

murmuring that certain phases 
of the Eisenhower program are 
too much like the New Deal of 
the preceding 
Democratic 
ad­ 
ministrations. 
He spoke out at a time, when 
Senate Republicans are split over 
basic 
constitutional 
policy 
as 
pointed up by 
the 
controversy 
over the Bricker amendment on 
treaty-making powers. 
“ It is essential.” 
Eisenhower 
declared, “ that the members of 
a political party, if the party is 
to be effective, join together to 
reach a common 
goal. 
Unless 
there is unified support of broad 
political policy, there is no true 
political party .” 
There must be political unity, 
he added, “ if our party (the Re­ 
publican party) is successfully to 
meet the responsibilities of na­ 
tional leadership with which it 
has been charged by our peo­ 
ple.” 
In talking of his 
administra­ 


tion's program, he touched ob­ 
liquely on aspects of it which 
have 
brought 
some 
criticism 
within the party ranks — those 
phases dealing with the govern­ 
m ent’s role in 
such 
fields 
as 
housing, 
social 
security 
a n d 
health. 
He said the “ m andate” of the 
people in the 1952 election “ re­ 
quires that we share Lincoln's 
concern for the proper role of 
government in helping and pro­ 
tecting all our citizens,” and add­ 
ed: 
“ It was in such concern that 
there was recently placed before

Congress 
this 
administra­ 
tion’s program for consideration 
and translation into law.

Looking ahead to problems con­ 
fronting planners on project No. 2, 
Linzell compared the situation in 
Philadelphia, “ where a turnpike is 
being routed around that metrop­ 
olis,” with that in Cincinnati. 
He remarked: 
“ Cincinnati is destined to pose 
such problems rn the planners of 
the north-south turnpike. 
“ For example, 
these 
planners 
must decide whether the southern 
terminus of the turnpike will lead 
directly into Cincinnati or around 
it. If it leads straight into town, 
will all the cars from the turnpike

EVEN IF AN agreement can be 
reached which provides a middle 
I ground for many senators, the big 
question seemed to be:

2. Or will those taking extreme 
positions on both sides join forces 
to prevent enactment of a compro­ 
mise?

Some policies pay for lost 
time from work but not for doc­ 
tors, hospitals and medicine. You 
can still can deduct premiums on 
most health insurance as medical 
expense. 
2. Some health benefit payments 
must be added to income. When 
your employer nays you benefits

insurance,” 
that is not income. But it is not a 
“ plan of insurance” if the employ­ 
er pays for it out of company re­ 
serves rather than doing it through 
an insurance company.

Opinions Divided 
Over Eisenhower's 
Optimistic Attitude 


NEW YORK \ R\~Many business­ 
men are as optimistic about the 
A sta te of business as President Eis­ 
enhower appears to be. But some 
aren’t. 
And they’ll give close scrutiny 
to the plans he offers for keeping 
a recession in hand. 
The President’s optimism was 
evident in his State of the Union 
message three weeks ago. It was 
echoed last week in his budget, 
which is based squarely on the 
w t belief that business will continue 
almost as good as last year. If it 
doesn’t—if income and, therefore, 
tax collections fall off—the budget 
couldn't stand as drawn. 
Here is the state of business— 
and the divided opinion about it, 
sweet and sour. 
The optimists’ view: 
For industry as a whole, things 
aren’t bad at all. There has been a 
six-month slide from the peak, but 
, fit has been spotty. Some have felt 
it sharply. Others are still riding 
the crest. 
A general recovery for business 
in the spring is predicted by a 
sizable number of industrial lead­ 
ers. Some more cautious ones sug­ 
gest a fall date. Only a few will 
say, for quotation, that it may be 
still later. 
Profits increased for most cor­ 
porations in 1953. Total dividend 
I payments were up. The stock mar­ 
ket shook off much of its earlier 
bearish qualms. Only a few' will 
say, publicly, that profits and divi­ 
dends are likely to be down very 
much in 1954. 
Retail trade ended the year with 
a healthy last-minute spurt, and 
the January sales were satisfac­ 
tory. 
Plans to spend more in 1954 for 
plant and equipment have been an- 


a nounced by auto, electrical ma­ 
chinery and utility companies. 
Many lines of business have gone 
unscathed in the recent wave of 
layoffs. 
Then why are some businessmen 
worried? The pessimists’ view: 
They fear that the dip in some 
lines will extend in time to theirs. 
They hold to their old conviction 
that “ what goes up must come 
down”—the business cycle theory. 
• They worry lest layoffs start to 
snowball because consumers stop 
buying. They point to these as the 
danger points to W’atch: 
Unemployment now is around 
two million. Most agree that it will 
have to be double that before they 
really worry baout the economy. 
If the average work week drops 
below' 40 hours, merchants will 
worry. And so will workers, even 
more so. 
Loss of overtime pay 
already 
# means lower retail sales in affect­ 
ed communities. And overtime pay 
Is becoming obsolete in many in­ 
dustries. 
Industrial production has slipped 
seven points from the July peak. 
If it falls by as much again, some 
businessmen think it’ll be time to 
put the President’* recovery plan* 
to the test.

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EXPORT OR SHRINK 
IN EURO PE IT TS assum ed that the in­ 
ternational wheat pact, by which the Unit­ 
ed States exports a few score millions of 
bushels of wheat, is dead. Europe, it is 
learned, is now nearly self-sufficient in 
wheat. When help is needed, T u r k e y in 
Asia Minor provides som e. Russia and Ar­ 
gentina can be called upon, and they are 
riot m em bers of the international w h e a t 
agreement. 
This is pretty tough on North America. 
Free market wheat prices in Liverpool are 
below the asking prices of the U n i t e d 
States and Canada. This country is frozen 
out on a price basis and will have to seek 
elsewhere for export outlets. If they can't 
be found, the wheat area of this country I 
will shrink amazingly. 
Europe w as once the principal market 
for Am erican wheat. Now' it is gone. The 
Latin American countries take some, but 
Argentina can underprice 
this 
country i 
there, too. There rem ains Asia, and per- : 
haps Africa if that continent is modernized j 
and gains population. 
The great challenge to the American 
wheat growler is Asia where tens of m il­ 
lions are underfed or starving. 
If our 
statesm en aren’t able to m ake important 
market connections there on a legitim ate 
paym ent basis, then the United States sim ­ 
ply will have to lop off 20 million or so 
wheat acres and try to find other uses for 
them than wheat production. 


SWORDS FOR THE NAVY 
SOME DAYS AGO A Pentagon com m it­ 
tee passed a report to Congress urging a 
pay increase for all services because of 
the high cost of living. 
Representative Short, chairman of the 
House Military Affairs Committee, pigeon­ 
holed it with regret, pointing out that 
it 
couldn't be fitted into the adm inistration’s 
current program, but adding that living 
costs were pinching to the point where the 
services were becoming unattractive to 
career officers. 
That sym pathetic portion of the A m eri­ 
can public which w as prepared to weep 
over the m atter is now invited to reach for 
a large grain of salt. 
Concluding that its officers do not look 
spoony enough, the Navy has just ordered 
them to resum e the wearing of swords. 
The cost of the trinket, including scabbard 
and gold-plaited rope, com es from the of­ 
ficer’s pocket, at $50 a blade. The Navy 
has also expressed, the need for a “ more 
dressy uniform” for social occasions, and 
the officers will have to dig down for that. 
Until the services them selves show a de­ 
cent regard for the econom ic strain on 
personnel, the taxpayer isn’t likely to be­ 
lieve that low pay is causing the stam pede 
back to civilian life. 


I can rem em ber when a two-cent stamp 
carried a letter from coast to coast and 
when t h e 'Post Office was the 
proudest 
boast of every Am erican. Then the post­ 
age went up to three cents and the Post Of­ 
fice ceased to be a boast. The m ail cajne 
only once a day. The postmen's uniforms 
looked shabby and the men w ere dissatis­ 
fied. Letters lost never turned up and gen­ 
erally speaking, a smell of inefficiency 
pervaded the service. 
So there were lots of com plaints and 
apologies. Mr. T ru m a n appointed a postal 
em ployee 
as 
P o stm a ste r 
General 
and 
things went from bad to worse. Then cam e 
the Eisenhower Administration, 
and Ar­ 
thur Sum merfield, a businessm an, went to 
work to m ake the Post Office an efficient 
organization, and one of his efficiencies is 
to raise the rates. 
Mr. 
Sum merfield 
apparently believes 
that nobody really objects to the rates be­ 
ing raised. That is naive because every­ 
body objects to prices going up, it does not 
m atter for what. All Mr. Sum merfield 
needs to do is to have a look at the excite­ 
ment over the high price of coffee or butter 
to recognize that nobody wants to pay more 
this year then he paid last year for any­ 
thing. 
But any increase in price ought to justi­ 
fy itself in som e way. It is like the New 
York subway, which has jumped from a 
nickel a ride to 15 cents a ride, but t h e 
service is constantly growing worse. If 
there w ere any other practical w ay to go 
to work, no one would ride in the New 
York subway, but it is a monopolistic en­ 
terprise and leaves the custom er no alter­ 
native but to walk. 
So, the people pay more and growl. 
If 
they had real courage, they would kick out 
of public office any politician who would so 
m uch as say “ Good m orning!” to M i k e 
Quill, who is responsible for both the in­ 
crease and the bad service. 
Now to get back to postage stamps: if 
the only w ay to reduce the deficit is to in­ 
crease the cost of the postage stam p, then 
inefficiency will increase. What the public 
would like to see done is for the deficit to 
be reduced without increasing postal costs 
by eliminating every type of inefficiency. 
The theory of “ pay-as-you-go” 
has no 
lim its as long as the operations are not 
brought under engineering controls. F o r 
instance, mail order houses such as Sears 
and Montgomery Ward have not built their 
great businesses by charging m ore for less 
but by keeping prices down as low as pos­ 
sible while providing greater service. 
This is not written in criticism of Arthur 
Summerfield, who is the first Postm aster 
General in m any years who is really trying 
to do a job of modernizing the Post Office. 
Credit must be given him for trying to ra­ 
tionalize the postal operation. It has been 
usual for Postm asters General to I e a v e 
things alone, like the funny pens they use 
and the heavy sacks postmen in cities car­ 
ry on their shoulders in an era of light­ 
weight but durable fabrics. Summerfield, 
at any rate, is not letting grass grow under 
him.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Heart Stoppage During Surgery

THE surgical team , composed 
or doctors and nurses of various 
specialties, is one th a t is active 
regardless of season. H eart stop­ 
page Is one of the m ain things 
th a t this team fights. 
A lthough it can occur from 
m any diseases of the h eart, blood 
vessels, and chest—or ju st from 
sim ple aging—it has become m ore 
frequent 
in 
surgical 
patients. 
This, perhaps, is due to th e fact 
th a t surgery is being perform ed 
m ore frequently on the chest and 
upper abdom inal organs. Also, 
m ore surgery is being perform ed 
on elderly patients and on those 
patients who are greater risks. 
Sudden h eart stoppage can, how­ 
ever, occur in alm ost any type of 
operation. 
Close O bservation Needed 
For th is reason, th e m odern 
operating room is being prepared 
for such disasters. D uring an op­ 
eration, the p atien t Is diligently 
w atched by th e anesthetist. I r ­ 
reparable dam age can occur if 
even a few m inutes elapse during 
which tim e th e p a tie n t is not 
carefully w atched. 
I t has been stated th a t p erm a­ 
nent brain dam age will occur if 
norm al breathing is not resum ed ; 
for three m inutes. Once th e h eart 
has stopped, it is the duty of the 


operating room team of doctors 
and nurses to revive the patient. 
Oxygen is given in high dosages. 
If the patient has stopped b re a th ­ 
ing, artificial respiration is per­ 
form ed by carefully forcing oxy­ 
gen in and out of the p a tie n t’s 
lungs by use of th e anesthesia 
m achine. 


Novel M assage T reatm ent 


The h eart is massaged. If the 
abdom en is open, this feat can be 
perform ed in a fairly simple way. 
However, it is som etim es neces­ 
sary to open th e chest wall. Som e­ 
tim es ju st squeezing the h e a rt for 
a few m inutes will be adequate to 
sta rt its beat. Som etim es in jec­ 
tions into the h e a rt m ay be nec­ 
essary. C ertain electrical m echa­ 
nism s are available th a t can 
help sta rt th e h e a rt beat if o ther 
m ethods fail. 
* 
Many patien ts who have h e a rt 
stoppage and who would form erly 
have been given up as lost, can 
now be saved by th e fast w’ork 
of the operating team .

Shoring-Up Business 
To Be Debated For 
Long Into Future 


NEW YORK W—The President 
spelled out in his economic report 
more of his plans to shore up busi­ 
n e s s should the present slide show 
signs of turning into an avalanche. 
You’ll fc*€' hearing the adequacy 
of the plans debated in the weeks 
to come. 
They axe aimed primarily at 
stimulating business, because jobs 
stem from business. 
For the present that is consider­ 
ed enough, because many indus­ 
t r i a l executives are so sure that 
business now has the vitality and 
the ability to roll with the punches. 
Already industry has been given 
easier credit and money conditions 
and 
some 
tax 
relief. 
Congress 
is considering more tax conces­ 
sions, aimed frankly at making it 
attractive for industry to spend for 
new plants and equipment, and to 
take business risks. 
If these tax reforms should fail 
jto create the jobs and the good 
times 
which 
the 
administration 
thinks they will, and the recession 
gets rolling in earnest, two meas­ 
ures could be taken to increase 
purchasing power, and thus tackle 
the problem from the other angle. 
Or e would be further cuts in in­ 
dividual income taxes and in ex­ 
cise taxes. This would give people 
more left-over income they could 
spend. 
I 
The other that, the president has 
already set forth in the State of 
the Union message is 
a 
public 
works program in readiness to of­ 
fer jobs and give industry outlets 
for its production. 
But the first line of defense is 
tho stimulation of business initia­ 
tive and incentive. The majority 
of businessmen will likely applaud 
this wholeheartedly. The suggested 
tax reforms would remove some of 
^ the milestones which business con­ 
tends hang around its neck. 
The 
minority 
criticism 
which 
you may be hearing in the days 
ahead 
will 
c o m e 
from 
two 
schools. 
The first is the one that holds 
the government 
should’t 
coddle 
business or any other segment of 
the public, just because .someone 
would get hurt in a recession. 
It argues the government should 
I not be expected to guarantee that 
no one loses any marble 
when he 
plays for keeps. Such tinkering by 
government, it is contended, does 
mor*- harm in the end than ^good. 
The second school doubts if the 
measures the President proposes 
still have their old-time power to 
induce mild inflation or to counter 
deflation. 
Both schools, in short, feel that 
in the long run the economy will 
pretty much have to work out its 
# own salvation.

Socrates, 
that wise old Greek, should be 
resurrected here, he would prob­ 
ably become a taxi driver. 
He w as a great street talker in 
Athens, and the greatest street 
philosophers in New York are its 
cabbies. Their life on wheels puts 
them in a position to learn more 
about human nature than even 
the cops. 
And 
even 
Socrates 
might add to ais wisdom by tak­ 
ing out a hack license. 
People here love to collect the 
funny remarks of taxi drivers, 
but one cabbie told me: 
“ If I repeated the stupid things 
I have overheard some promi­ 
nent people say in this cab—well, 
heads would roll.” 
Cab drivers rise and fall in 
public esteem here like politic­ 
ians. One year everybody thinks 
they are wonderful, and the next 
year—for no particular reason— 
everybody is down on them. 
‘‘I figure it’s just tension,” a 
hack pilot said. “ In good times 
the passengers want to gab back 
and forth. But if times get tough 
and they’re worried, they snap 
your head off if you try to just 
pass the time of day. Good times 
or bad times, I treat ‘em all 
alike—like they were crazy kids.” 
You can find any number of 
college 
graduates 
among 
cab 
drivers here. You can find guys 
who used to be cowboys, guys 
who are part time actors, guys 
who write television scripts, old 
guys who used to drive horse 
cars, young guys working their 
way through law school. 
They feud with the traffic cops 


endlessly, but 
in 
emergencies 
tney have saved many a cop’s 
life 
About the only thing they 
agree on is that 
women 
can t 
drive as well as men—and doc­ 
tors can't drive as well as wom­ 
en. 
“ Doctors shouldn't be allowed 
out in a car alone." one said em­ 
phatically. “They may be able 
to operate on a human head, but 
put them behind a wheel 
and 
they don’t know how to operate 
at all. 
You never know what they’ll 
do next. And that doesn’t seem 
right, as most of them have gone 
to college, and got educated.” 
One of the cabbies I remember 
best was the man who liked to 
drive at night. 
“ I can’t take it at home,” he 
said. “We lost our only kid in 
Korea. My wife had kept his baby 
shoes, and she gets them out 
now and starts crying. I can’t sit 
there and look at her. I’d rather 
be out working. 
“ You know, sometimes late at 
night when hardly no one’s on 
the street, 
and 
I’m 
cruising 
around looking for a fare. I get 
a funnv feeling my kid is riding 
in the seat beside me, just like 
he did when he was a boy. Some­ 
how it doesn’t make me feel sad 
at all. It’s just like it was before 
he grew up and they gave him 
a uniform. He keeps me comp­ 
any.” 
The city has its dwindling quo­ 
ta of lady drivers, most of whom 
got into the business during the 
last war. One is an elderly wom­ 
an 12 years on the job. 
“ Don’t know now much longer 
I can take this,” she said. “ I 
used to be a schoolteacher until 


I married When I lrvst my hus­ 
band 12 years ago I bought me 
this cab with the insurance mon­ 
ey. 
“ It is hard work hut I couldn't 
afford to go back to teaching. Not 
enough money in it. Besides it 
doesn’t take as much p; lienee to 
drive a cab as it does to teach 
children, and this way I get more 
fresh air.” 
A cab behind us honked, and 
the lady exploded: 
“ Listen to, that 
hornblower. 
He’s trving to rattle me, trying 
‘to get me into an accident Those 
men drivers are jealous because 
they know I can drive better than 
they can. They're dogs, and that's 
just what I call them—dogs.” 
The hornblowing jab suddenly 
swooped around 
us, 
and

young driver leaned out, grinned, 
waved at the old lady and shout­ 
ed, “ how’s it going, honey?” 
The old lady peered uncertain­ 
ly at him through her spectacles 
as he drove off, then looked at 
herself in the mirror and said 
grudgingly:

Circleville Postmaster A. Dulse 
Hays released figures that indi­ 
cate the district's business vol­ 
ume is at least as high and prob­ 
ably higher than it was this time 
last year. Postal receipts for the 
first 27 days of January, he said, 
have increased SI..194.71 this year 
over the same period in 1953. 
Hays said a portion of the in­ 
crease could be attributed to an in­ 
crease in postal box rentals, but 
pointed out the margin is still suf­ 
ficient 
justify continued optim­ 
ism toward the local trade future. 
His report foDowed close on 
the 
heels of similar views expressed 
by President Wes Edstrom of the 
Circleville Chamber of Commerce. 
The city’s postmaster, who came 
to the local branch Nov. I. 1933, 
joined with those who vision an op­ 
portunity for district-wide prosper­ 
ity through the industrial develop­ 
ment of Circleville. He said indus­ 
trial growth for the city “ very 
definitely could mean a greater 
prosperity, not only for the c i t y 
area 
itself 
but for 
the 
whole 
county.” 
• • • 
HE EMPHASIZED that the ben­ 
efits of any such growth would be 
radiated over this section because 
of the increased demand for farm 
products resulting from more sub­ 
stantial payrolls and a 
boost in 
Circleville^ population. The boost 
given employment, he pointed out, 
would also affect the whole county. 
The first step in Circleville^ 
long-range expansion program — a 
proposal to annex an area north of 
the corporation—is now awaiting 
action by City .Council. The pro­ 
posed annexation move is designed 
to clear the way for industrial de­ 
velopment. 
Hays said construction work on 
the new Du Pont Co. plant south of 
Circleville “has already increased 
our postal business considerably”, 
following similar increases due to 
industrial expansion that c a m e 
earlier. And over any length of 
time, he said, business at the post­ 
al branch can be taken as a fairly 
accurate baromfeter of local busi­ 
ness conditions. 
Aside from the year in which 
he came to Circleville, Hays re­ 
called, business at the city post­ 
office has failed to gain 
only 
twice over a 12-month period. A 
moderate drop was noted in 1941 
and, immediately after W o r l d 
War II, in 1946. 
Much of the near-steady rise in 
postal business all over the nation, 
Hays believes, can be traced di­ 
rectly to improved living stan­ 
dards. As an example, he pointed 
to the way in which even poor sec­ 
tions of the population now engage 
in Christmas gift-and-card sending 
as compared to 15 or 20 years ago. 
Almost every postoffice has noted 
the increased business in this re­ 
spect, he said. 
Detailing “the tremendous busi-1 
ness we’ve done here so far this 
month,” Hays said money orders 
up to last W e d n e s d a y night 
amounted to $33,821.29. He said 
very little of this amount can be 
attributed at this early date to in­ 
come tax payments, and that most 
of the amount represents insur­ 
ance premium payments, commod­ 
ity purchases and the like. 
“I certainly see no sign of a lev­ 
eling off or decline.” he said.
